The  last  weekend  in  September  2012 
will  surely  be  remembered  by 
Prince  Albert  and  the  many  visitors  who 
came  from  far  and  wide  to  the  PArt  Fes- 
tival as  an  exceptional  weekend. 

To  celebrate  its  own  tenth  year  of  exis- 
tence as  well  as  the  town's  special  250lh 
birthday,  the  Prince  Albert  Art  Gallery 
embarked  on  an  adventure.  Brent  Phil- 
lips-White and  Mary  Anne  Botha  invited 
various  artists  who  have  a  connection 
with  the  Karoo  or  Prince  Albert  who 
have  exhibited  in  the  gallery  during  the 
past  decade  to  be  part  of  this  festival. 

Although  Brent  and  MaryAnne  were 
undoubtedly  the  driving  force  behind  the 
prestigious  get-together  of  both  re- 
nowned and  lesser  known  artists,  they 
were  the  first  to  admit  that  they  received 
wonderful  support  from  the  town  in  a 
myriad  of  ways. 

Townsfolk  made  various  spaces  avail- 
able free  of  charge  and  volunteers 
manned  the  different  stations  for  long 
hours.   During  her  speech  delivered  from 


the  stoep  of  the  Seven  Arches  Building 
which  houses  the  Prince  Albert  Gallery, 
MaryAnne  mentioned  that  there  had  al- 
ways been  someone  willing  to  help  and 
encourage  them  when  the  logistics  of  the 
monumental  task  of  assembling  the  works 
of  art,  threatened  to  become  overwhelming. 
The  opening  was  warm,  informal,  well 
attended  and  imbued  with  an  underlying 
sense  of  joy  and  celebration. 

The  extensive  Vunerable  Landscape  exhi- 
bition showcased  a  diverse  selection  of 
styles,  mediums  and  approaches.  A  beauti- 
ful, functional  programme  with  a  map  of 
the  all  the  venues  on  the  back  made  it  pos- 
sible for  one  to  wander  through  the  streets 
looking  for  each  exhibition  venue  marked 
by  the  striking,  P  Art  Festival  emblem 
board.  The  programme  featured  some  of 
young,  local  photographer/artist  Gareth 
Willam's  evocative  tree  images. 

There  were  fascinating  talks  such  as  " 
"Looking  at  Landscape:  A  Personal  Explo- 
ration" by  local  paleontologist  and  archae- 
ologist, Dr  Judy  Maguire.  A  brilliant  lec- 
ture on  contemporary  art  with  the  intrigu- 


ing title:  "Preserved  Sharks  and  Unmade 
Beds"  was  delivered  by  popular  local 
artist,  J  P  Meyer  to  a  packed  audience  at 
the  Jans  Rautenbach  Schouwburg. 

The  Jans  Rautenbach  Schouwburg  in  De 
Beer  Street  was  the  venue  of  a  schedule 
of  films  by  and  about  artists  shown  dur- 
ing the  festival.  William  Kentridge  per- 
sonally introduced  some  of  his  short 
films. 

Ceramicist,  Anthony  Shapiro  and  artist, 
JP  Meyer,  collaborated  in  an  exhibition 
of  exquisite  hand-painted  bowls  on  dis- 
play at  the  The  Watershed.  JP  and  Katie 
Barnard  Du  Toit  co-curated  a  collection 
of  thought  provoking  works  by  a  variety 
of  artists  at  Onse  Rus.  This  collection 
called  The  F-Word  is  a  reaction  to  the 
fracking  issue  so  foremost  in  the  minds 
of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Karoo  at  present. 
The  F-Word  show  strategically  handed 
out  bottled  water  as  part  of  the  exhibition 
to  remind  viewers  of  what  they  believe  to 
be  at  stake  ! 

Alongside  all  the  many  well-known  art- 
ists whose  work  graced  the  festival  such 
as  photographers,  David  Goldblatt  and 
Jurgen  Schadeberg;  printmaker,  Joshua 
Miles;  sculptor,  Niel  Jonker,  Strijdom 
van  der  Merwe  and  the  likes  of  William 
Kentridge  there  were  also  works  by  local 
artists  such  as  Jan  Schoeman  aka  "Outa 
Lappies",  Hekkie  Moos,  Christine  Tho- 
mas and  Clive  Heyne  to  name  but  a  few. 

Besides  all  the  works  displayed  indoors, 
visitors  were  also  invited  to  visit  Villa 
Kruger  for  an  "Art  After  Dark"  tour  to 
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Happy  Birthday  to  Us

After  having  had  a  stranger  pay  for 
my  purchases  recently,  I  was 
touched  by  the  following  piece  by  Nina 
Smit: 

"I  have  recently  read  the  lovely  story  of 
an  American  women  in  a  red  Honda  who 
paid  for  her  own  as  well  as  six  other  cars 
behind  her  at  a  toll  bridge  in  San  Fran- 
cisco, simply  because  she  wanted  to  do 
something  good  for  someone  else.  This 
women  had  read  the  following  saying  on 
a  friend's  fridge:  'Practise  random  kind- 
ness and  senseless  acts  of  beauty. '  This 
encouraged  her  to  do  an  unconsidered 
and  undiscriminating  act  of  kindness  for 
six  strangers. 

Her  husband,  a  teacher  at  a  primary 
school  in  a  rural  town  where  they  were 
living,  wrote  the  saying  on  the  black- 
board in  his  grade  7  classroom  -  and 
things  at  school  and  in  the  town  all  of  a 
sudden  began  to  change.  People  began  to 
be  helpful  to  one  another. 


The  local  newspaper  devoted  an  article  to 
the  saying.  This  had  a  ripple  effect  that 
spread  to  a  large  area  of  the  United  States 
because  those  words  had  taken  hold  of  the 
imagination  of  the  people. 

Wouldn't  it  be  wonderful  if  this  saying 
gripped  the  attention  in  South  Africa  and 
spurred  us  into  action? 

Let  us  decide  to  share  such  random  kind- 
ness with  someone  we  know  or  with  a 
stranger  today,  by  doing  some  kindness 
without  taking  time  to  think  about  it,  sim- 
ply because  we  feel  like  it.

These  are  the 
things  that  will  be  a  good  investment  con- 
sidered from  an  eternal  perspective."

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Captivity  has  become  a  natural  pre- 
dicament for  our  domestic  animals. 
They  have  devolved  through  their  asso- 
ciation with  man  to  become  completely 
reliant  for  all  their  needs.  We  gain  in- 
sights into  their  optimum  physical  and 
mental  health  because  we  know  how 
wild  animals  thrive.  Our  own  basic 
needs  are  virtually  the  same  as  those  of 
all  non-human  animals.  We  understand 
that  access  to  food,  water,  and  a  comfort- 
able place  to  sleep  are  essential.  Ample 
space  for  movement  and  to  engage  in 
normal  behaviour  is  also  highly  desirable 
in  order  to  preserve  their  dignity,  but  we 
often  choose  to  ignore  this  aspect  of  their 
wellbeing. 

The  paradox  of  freedom  for  the  domestic 
animal  must  be  achieved  by  incarcera- 
tion. If  animals  were  to  be  released  from 
our  prisons,  life  would  be  very  difficult. 
Of  course  there  are  exceptions  where 
certain  populations  of  feral  cats,  wild 
horses,  mutinous  pigs,  or  stray  dogs  pre- 
vail because  they  can  survive  without 
relying  directly  on  humans.  Remaining 
in  captivity  can  be  bliss  for  some,  but 
excruciating  for  others. 

Jock  had  been  permanently  tethered  by  a 
rusty  chain  since  he  was  very  young.  He 
was  kept  out  of  sight  behind  the  house, 
away  from  human  interaction  'to  make 
him  aggressive'.

A  stranger 
picked  him  up  and  started  caring  for  him. 
Only  then  could  he  experience  the  innate 
relationship  of  his  longing. 

Freedom  is  always  relative  but  it's  some- 
thing that  every  living  creature  seeks  in 
some  way.  The  urge  to  flee  and  explore  the 
unknown  is  satiated  when  love  conquers 
fear.  A  sense  of  belonging  beckons: 
estrangement  repels. 

Animals,  like  most  humans,  remain 
strangely  spellbound  by  their  circum- 
stances finding  it  almost  impossible  to 
escape  the  status  quo.  The  certainty  of 
daily  routines  gives  comfort  within  that 
predictability.  An  outward  form  of  im- 
posed captivity  reduces  one's  options  and 
is  usually  readily  accepted,  often  providing 
contentment,  while  the  possibilities  of 
apparent  liberty  are  relinquished.  The 
unknown  is  then  avoided  lest  it  is  worse 


than  pain  currently  endured,  or  pleasure 
relished. 

Sometimes,  against  all  odds,  individuals 
break  free.  There  are  countless  stories  of 
the  one  that  got  away:  a  bullock  baling 
out  of  the  slaughterhouse-bound  truck 
on,  a  bird  finding  the  flight  gap,  fish 
slipping  the  excruciating  hook. . .  the  one 
that  got  away,  even  if  only  for  a  tempo- 
rary respite.  These  individuals  have  oc- 
casionally become  national  heroes  and 
attained  special  status  because  of  their 
apparent  defiance  of  their  imposed  sen- 
tence.

Dit  is  'n  Sondag  en  die 
pad  is  stil  -  die  begin  van  'n  heel  beson- 
dere  week.  Van  De  Dooms  af  al  bekoor 
die  veldblomme  my.  Die  helderste  rooi, 
geel  en  oranje  met  hier  en  daar  pers  en 
pienk. . .  By  Matjiesfontein  verander  dit  na 
spierwit! 

Met  my  aankoms  in  Prince  Albert  by 
Lydia  Barrella  se  vriendelke  huis  is  dit  die 
soet  reuk  van  jasmyn  wat  my  verwelkom. 
Dis  net  blomme  waar  jy  kom  -  en  elk  met 
'n  unieke  geur.  By  die  watermeule  laat 
sak  ek  my  hand  in  die  yskoue  water  en 
vra  die  Hemelse  Vader  om  die  water  in 
die  Karoo  te  bewaar  van  die  gierigheid 
van  die  mens  wat  die  natuur  so  vernietig 
in  sy  soeke  na  rykdom. 

Dinsdagoggend  maak  die  geluid  van  die 
windpomp  my  vroegoggend  wakker.  Ek 
en  Lydia  ry  Prince  Albert  Weg  toe  om 
Outa  Lappies  se  laaste  waardevolle  besit- 
tings  te  gaan  oppak  vir  veilige  bewaring 
by  die  Fransie  Pienaar  Museum.  Voor- 
heen  het  ek  altyd  vir  Outa  toestemming 
gevra  om  in  sy  huisie  foto's  te  neem  en 
gewoonlik  nie  te  lank  getalm  nie  -  uit 
respek  vir  sy  persoonlike  spasie.  Nou  kan 
ek  egter  na  hartelus  deur  alles  werk  en 
kyk  en  bewonder  soos  wat  ek  altyd  so 
graag  woudoen... 


Ons  begin  in  Outa  se  alteljee,  werkplek  of 
nou  ja,  eintlik  sy  kombuis.  Het  hy  ooit 
kon  weet  watter  wonderlike  installasie  (in 
kunsterme)  hy  geskep  het?  Lydia  word 
weggevoer  deur  Outa  se  boeke,  notas, 
geskrifte,  tydskrifte  en  'n  kalender  van 
Van  Gogh  -  baie  definitief  een  van  Outa 
se  grootste  invloede.  Ek  vind  ook  my 
tekening  van  Nefertiti  waarvolgens  hy  vir 
my  iets  moes  maak.  Ek  verwonder  my 
weer  ens  oor  sy  wye  algemene  kermis. 

Tussen  al  die  brokkies  glas  en  blik  waar- 
mee  Outa  geskep  het,  kom  ek  op  sy  tuis- 
gemaakte  vlymskerp  spykers  af.  Ek  het 
nog  nooit  sulke  pragtige  spykers  gesien 
nie:  1cm  dik  met  'n  perfek  skerpgemaakte 
punt;  die  massiewe  kop  op  vier  plekke 
verdeel  en  netjies  na  onder  gerol.  Kom- 
pleet  nes  'n  beeldhouwerkie.  Daar  is  ook 
'n  ekstra  lang  spyker,  as  mens  dit  so  kan 
noem,  waarmee  hy  die  gaatjies  in  sy  kun- 
swerke  gekap  het.  Alles  sorteer  ons  in 
kartondose.  Die  dokumunte,  foto's,  boeke, 
kunswerke,  lap...  Die  kombuisgereedskap 
bokant  die  wasbak  vind  ons  ook  heel  in- 
teressant.  Van  ou  motorligte  tot  'n  tang  en 
'n  platgeslane  eierklitser.  Ek  voel  soos  'n 
kind  wat  'n  "lucky  packet"  oopmaak. 
Daar  is  net  soveel  ongelooflike  ver- 
rasssings. 

Woorde  is  op  'n  plastiekradio  uitge- 
brand...  Op  'n  teddiebeer  is  "Outa  Lap- 
pies" uitgeborduur  en  aan  die  mou  van  die 
teddie  se  laslappiebaadjie  is  'n  plastiek 
sonneblom  vasgemaak. 


Langs  die  badkamer  grawe  ek  tien 
"Chapters"  onder  boeke  uit!  Wat  'n  fonds!. 
Ek  vind  ook  laslappies,  lighuisies,  blou  bot- 
teltjies,  'n  krat  met  ou  deurknoppe  en  'n 
blik  met  muntstukke. 

Outa  Lappies  was  werklik  'n  kunstenaar 
wat  sy  kuns  geleef  en  geslaap  het.  Sy  bed  is 
maar  net  'n  beskeie  lappieskombers  op  die 
vloer  met  die  pienk  kombers  van  my  ma 
wat  ek  eenkeer  vir  horn  geneem  het.  Om  sy 
kunswerke  te  kon  skep,  was  duidelik  al  wat 
vir  hom  regtig  belangrik  was  -  die  on- 
betwisbare  kenmerk  van  'n  ware  kun- 
stenaar. 

Teen  die  middag  kom  Judy  Maguire  ons 
help  en  laatmiddag  arriver  Johan  Smit  om  al 
die  kosbare  skatte  met  groot  sorg  op  sy  trok 
te  laai.  Met  'n  sug  van  verligting  kom  Outa 
se  dierbare  "Karretjie"  ook  veilig  op  die 
trok. 

By  die  museum  laai  ons  af;  alles  onderdak. 
Hier  sal  alles  'n  veilige  rusplek  vind  en 
waardigheid  en  respek  aan  die  besondere 
Karoo-kunstenaar  verleen. 

Woensdag  begin  ek  om  items  skoon  te 
maak.  Die  "Chapters"  was  ek  en  hang  hulle 
op  die  wasgoeddraad.  Soos  ek  ophang,  lees 
ek.  Net  soos  in  die  huis,  is  daar  oomblikke 
wat  ek  in  trane  uitbars  en  dan  weer  lag  ek 
heerlik  vir  Outa  se  kwinkslae  en  wonderlike 
sin  vir  humor.  Terwyl  ek  botteltjies  was, 
breek  een  in  my  hande  en  ek  sny  my  vinger 
sleg.  Ek  is  oortuig  daarvan  dat  Outa  vir  my 
vies  is  omdat  ek  al  sy  goed  so  was! 

Vir  al  Prince  Albert  se  vriendelike  mense 
bedank  ek  vir  my  heerlike  tydjie  in  julle 
dorp.Ek  het  baie  welkom  gevoel  en  lekker 
gekuier  en  gewerk.  Dit  is  my  wens  dat  al- 
mal  sal  saamspan  om  vir  Outa  Lappies  se 
eenmalige  kunswerke  'n  waardige  vertoon- 
venster  te  skep.  Hy  verdien  die  erkenning 
en  sy  kosbare  nalatenskap  moet  vir  die 
nageslagte  bewaar  word.

Honour  our  Roots  -  The  Heritage  Quilt 


The  Prince  Albert  Heritage  Quilt  (Photo:  Aiisa  Tudhope) 

The  Prince  Albert  Heritage  Quilt  was 
unveiled  during  the  2012  St  John's 
Flower  Festival.  Residents  and  visitors 
flocked  to  the  church  to  admire  the  handi- 
work of  the  "Patchwork  Dolls":  Joan 
Dean,  Jeanetta  de  Lange,  Aletta  de  Wit, 
Elizabeth  Erasmus,  Sue  Goosen,  Jocelyn 
Honeyborne,  Victoria  Raft,  Shireen  Reid, 
Catherine  Spence,  Gudrun  Toelstede  and 
Ann  Whitton,  assisted  by  Miems  Theron 
&  Hester  van  Vuuren. 

Lorna  Verran  created  the  drawing  upon 
which  the  ladies  based  their  design,  one 
which  incorporates  so  many  images  of 


our  past  and  present  that  it  takes  many 
viewings  (each  an  absolute  delight)  to  see 
and  then  appreciate,  all  that  the  quilt  en- 
compasses. 

Here  in  the  Karoo  we  live  in  an  ancient 
land.  The  rocks  around  us  hold  tales  of 
distant  times  and  those  rocks  form  an  edg- 
ing to  the  Heritage  Quilt.  The  embroi- 
dered stars  and  moon  in  the  painted  sky 
speak  of  the  first  people  to  live  in  the  Ka- 
roo: the  Bushman  families  who  took  what 
they  needed  from  the  land,  and  no  more. 
They  believed  they  were  made  of  the 
same  stuff  as  the  stars  and  science  has 
now  shown  us  they  were  quite  right.  They 
wandered  through  vast  tracts  of  botter- 
blomme  and  vygies,  used  aloes  as  medi- 
cine and  sheltered  beneath  thorn  trees  in 
the  midday  heat. 

This  wonderful  quilt  reminds  us  how  hu- 
mankind has  shared  the  Karoo  with  many 
creatures  and  birds:  the  African  Hoopoe 
and  Ostrich;  Kudu  and  Klipspringer;  Kog- 
gelmander,  Karoo  hare  and  tortoise. 

Zacharius  and  Dina  de  Beer's  farmhouse 
was  on  the  land  where  Gay's  Guernsey 
cows  now  graze  and  provide  milk  for  the 
community.  We  often  see  angora  goats  in 
the  surrounding  pastures,  where  wheat 
once  grew.  On  farms  throughout  the  dis- 
trict sheep  find  water  beneath  clanking 
wind  pumps.  Chickens  peck  and  roosters 
crow  in  many  a  backyard  in  Prince  Albert

and  water  from  the  Swartberg  rushes  past 
the  Alberts  Mill  on  its  journey  through  fur- 
rows to  bring  life  to  vineyards,  citrus  trees, 
figs  and  plums  and  pomegranates  and  the 
silvery  green  olive  groves.  All  this  bounty 
appears  on  the  quilt,  along  with  a  still  and  a 
bottle  of  witblitz,  while  a  Prince  Albert  ga- 
ble celebrates  Carel  Lotz  and  all  the  build- 
ers in  our  midst. 

Three  churches  form  part  of  the  quilt  pic- 
ture: In  1865  the  imposing  Dutch  Reformed 
Church  was  completed  and  the  congrega- 
tion gave  the  English  speaking  members  of 
their  community  an  erf  on  which  to  build 
their  Mission  School  Hall,  which  celebrates 
its  140th  anniversary  this  year,  and  later  a 
Church  and  rectory.  Thomas  Bain,  creator 
of  the  Swartberg  Pass,  attended  services 
there  and  his  road,  which  twines  through 
and  across  the  mountains  appears  on  the 
quilt.    The  third  church  is  the  NG  Sending-

kerk,  surrounded  by  the  little  houses  of 
Rooikamp. 

Rooikamp,  the  area  behind  the  Markstraat 
graveyard,  acquired  its  name  during  the 
Anglo-Boer  War  when  the  British  garri- 
son, sent  to  occupy  this  Dutch  speaking 
village,  established  a  tent  camp  there. 
When  the  garrison  left,  life  returned  to 
normal  and  the  vacated  land  of  Rooikamp 
became  an  ideal  place  to  build  houses.  In 
later  years  Outa  Lappies  was  a  familiar 
figure  in  Rooikamp  and  'donkie  karret- 
jies'  were  a  common  mode  of  transport 
throughout  the  village.  The  happy  com- 


munity life  is  captured  on  the  quilt  in  chil- 
dren dancing  to  music  from  their  radio.  Nei- 
ther Rooikamp  nor  Nuwerus  exist  any 
longer  but  memories  of  these  vibrant 
neighbourhoods  are  celebrated  in  the  book 
Prince  Albert  Kweekvallei,  in  a  gallery  in 
the  Fransie  Pienaar  Museum  and  now  in  the 
Heritage  Quilt. 

The  Heritage  Quilt  is  a  symbol  of  what 
Prince  Albert  was  and  is  and  can  be.  Four- 
teen ladies  drew  together  to  realise  an  idea; 
they  conceived  and  created  a  striking  and 
memorable  object,  and  in  their  work  -  in  the 
drawing,  sewing  and  beading,  in  the  em- 
broidery, applique  and  quilting,  they  also 


created  a  tangible  symbol  of  the  industry 
and  unity  and  care  which  has  character- 
ised much  of  our  250  years  of  history. 
This  concept  of  working  for  the  commu- 
nity is  one  which  the  quilt  and  its  creators 
embody  -  a  wonderful  inspiration  for  all 
who  live  in  our  home  of  Prince  Albert. 

The  Heritage  Quilt  will  be  displayed  in 
the  Prince  Albert  Library  and  will  later 
move  to  the  Fransie  Pienaar  Museum.

Fred  became  a  unique  feature  in  Prince 
Albert  Country  Store  and  achieved  celeb- 
rity status  (mostly  by  lying  around  having 
a  kip).  He  was  a  loyal  companion,  best 
buddy  and  friend  to  all  who  entered  our 
establishment...  except,  perhaps  for  the 
butcher's  deliveryman  and  Johnny 
Breedt!  He  had  the  gentlest  of  ways  and 
loved  the  many  occasions  when  other 
dogs  would  come  to  visit  and  when  chil- 
dren would  stroke  him  and  tickle  his 
sumptuous  tummy.  He  has  appeared  in 
picture  and  verse  in  Greg  Beadle's  book, 
BIKE,  has  been  mentioned  in  many  a 
magazine  article,  made  a  television  ap- 
pearance and  is  on  several  Prince  Albert 
postcards  and,  nogal,  he  has  his  own  dedi- 
cated, decorated  dust  bin.  We  have  re- 
ceived e-mail  photos  literally  from  all 
over  the  world  of  Fred  in  various  photo- 
genic poses  sent  by  happy  visitors  to  our 
shop. 

We  thank  and  salute  Henriette  who  was 
instrumental  in  Fred  being  removed  from 
his  previous  horrendous  living  conditions 
and  introducing  him  to  us.  Henriette  does 
extraordinary  work  with  animals  in  Prince 
Albert,  very  quietly  going  about  her  task 
and  so  often  without  recognition  or 
thanks.  Fred,  by  way  of  his  lovely  being 


and  good  Bassett  looks  (!)  was  able  to  raise 
funds  to  help  with  Henriette 's  good  work 
and  'animalitarian'  ideals. 

It  was  interesting  to  note  that  three  months 
passed  before  Fred  let  out  one  of  his  fa- 
mous 'BOOOOFs'.  We  were  sure  that  his 
spirit  had  been  broken  and  three  months  it 
took  for  him  to  realise  that  he  was  in  safe 
and  secure  surrounds.  His  regular 
'BOOOOF'  greetings  were  loud  and  wel- 
coming, always  accompanied  by  an  erect 
and  waggy  tail. 

On  Thursday  40ctober,  Fred  came  up  to 
me,  looked  me  in  the  eye  and  nuzzled  very 
close.  I  know  now  that  he  was  telling  me 
that  his  time  was  drawing  nigh.  He  sadly 
went  downhill  very  quickly  and  on  Sunday 
7  October,  we  knew  things  were  very  bad.

Liezl  de  Klerk  Koorts  van  die  Welte- 
vrede  Vyeplaas  kan  haar  voorsate  ses 
geslagte  ver,  tot  in  1853,  naspoor.  Haar 
oupagrootjie  Piet  is  met  Rachel  de  Wit  van 
Prince  Albert  getroud.  Sy  het  op  Klaar- 
stroom  skoolgehou  voor  hulle  troue,  en 
later  die  plaasskool  op  Weltevrede  be- 
stuur.  Hulle  enigste  seun  was  Liezl  se  oupa 
Will,  eggenoot  van  ouma  Sienie  wat  tans 
nog  op  die  plaas  woon,  hulle  seun  is  op  sy 
beurt  Liezl  se  pa,  Pieter  Koorts. 

Liezl  was  vanaf  graad  2  -  12  in  Hoerskool 
Zwartberg  en  ook  in  die  koshuis.  Sy  was 
beide  skoolprefek  en  koshuis-hoofmeisie, 
waarna  sy  haar  aan  die  FCE  (Foundation 
for  Cross  Cultural  Education)  as  onder- 
wyseres  bekwaam.  Dat  die  kursus  in  Engels 
aangebied  is,  was  maar  iets  wat  hierdie 
brawe  plaasmeisie  net  so  terloops  hanteer 
het.  By  haar  ou  Alma  Mater  aanvaar  sy  'n 
pos  en  is  op  die  plaas  nou  nog  'Juffrou'  wat 
kwaai  is  met  elke  kind  wat  stokkies  draai.

To  use  a  well-known  figure  of 
speech,  Prince  Albert  is  experienc- 
ing 'watershed'  years,  a  point  in  time 
when  the  cultural  life  is  facing  new  chal- 
lenges, new  hopes,  new  development, 
new  architecture.  It  is  auspicious  there- 
fore that  a  historic  landmark  building 
should  be  showing  the  way,  namely, 
"Watershed"  on  the  corner  of  Church  and 
Luttig  Streets.  Comprising  the  original 
millhouse  and  the  Victorian  house,  the 
mill  was  owned  by  the  De  Vries  family, 
who  also  had  a  shop  on  the  premises, 
between  1911  and  1945.  Later  it  was 
occupied  by  Samuel  Luttig,  the  attorney, 
and  before  its  present  day  conversion  it 
was  the  office  of  the  sheriff.  The  Victo- 
rian house  was  a  residence  and,  until  its 
upgrading,  was  poorly  modernised  with  a 
visible  loss  of  its  former  glory.  Today, 
the  millhouse  has  become  a  residence, 
and  the  Victorian  villa  a  series  of  bou- 
tique galleries. 

The  PACF,  as  a  registered  conservation 
body,  was  drawn  in  at  the  planning  stage 
for  the  Watershed  development.  The  in- 
teractive process  which  followed  was 
exemplary  towards  finding  a  mutually 
acceptable  solution  for  a  design  that 
could  have  turned  out  to  be  a  controver- 
sial conversion  of  two  heritage  signifi- 
cant buildings.  The  firm,  kr2architects, 
revised  aspects  of  the  initial  design  to 


meet  the  concerns.  The  result  is  the  bold, 
cube  like  double  volume  structure  that 
rises  up  in  the  back  yard  of  the  millhouse 
and  the  villa  and  has  become  a  model  for 
how  contemporary  can  merge  with  and 
respect  the  original  architecture  in  a  win- 
win  situation.  The  architectural  styles  of 
two  periods  are  legible  and  because  of 
the  classic  simplicity  of  the  cube,  also 
complementary  each  to  the  other. 

Prince  Albert's  future  growth  should  re- 
spond to  the  times,  but  also  show  respect 
for  the  significance  of  the  town's  archi- 
tectural heritage.  There  are  a  ways  of 
responding  to  the  call.  Layering  of  archi- 
tectural styles  from  different  periods  is 
not  uncommon  in  Prince  Albert  -  for 
instance,  the  gabled  buildings  of  De  Beer 
Street  are  examples  where  Victorian  ve- 
randas have  been  added  to  the  Cape 
Dutch  frontages.  To  remove  the  verandas 
would  amount  to  the  severe  loss  of  the 
character  of  each  of  the  three  buildings. 
In  fact  in  terms  of  today's  philosophy  on 
the  conservation  of  heritage,  it  is  not  per- 
missible. 

Returning  to  "Watershed" :  Does  the  con- 
version respect  the  original  context?  Yes. 
Is  it  restoration?  Not  quite.  Is  the  mill- 
house  conversion  a  good  example  of  lay- 
ering of  architectural  styles  from  the 
original    (circa    1850)    to    the    modern 


(2009)?  Yes.  The  converted  complex  has 
been  graded  Ilia  in  the  Prince  Albert  Heri- 
tage Inventory  due  to  its  continued  asso- 
ciation with  historic  persons  and  its  high 
architectural  quality.  With  the  original 
fabric  mostly  intact,  both  the  old  millhouse 
as  a  residence  and  the  Victorian  villa  with 
its  boutique  galleries  now  serve  modern 
needs  on  a  sustainable  basis  and  in  the 
process  have  added  much  visually  to  the 
streets  on  to  which  they  front.  To  complete 
the  enhancement  of  the  frontages,  the  own- 
ers should  be  commended  for  planting  the 
row  of  the  flowering  assegai  tree  on 
Church  Street  and  the  clipped  spekboom 
hedge  along  the  length  of  the  furrow  in 
Luttig  Street. 

Prince  Albert  can  be  proud  of  its  architec- 
tural heritage  and  should  strive  towards 
accommodating  modern  needs  sensitively 
and  sustainably  in  the  original  fabric.  To 
achieve  this,  the  guiding  principle  should 
be  respect  for  the  historical  context,  and 
layering  'no  contest'  contemporary  archi- 
tecture into  original  authentic  fabric.  In 
this  sense  the  approach  that  the 
"Watershed"  development  represents  could 
offer  some  direction.

n  the  first  of  July  the  Municipal- 
ity introduced  a  new  procedure 
for  emptying  conservancy  tanks  and  a 
new  tariff  for  the  service.  This  came  as 
a  surprise  to  many  residents  leading  to 
much  dissatisfaction  (see  July/August 
edition  of  this  newspaper).  So  the 
PARRA  committee  met  with  the  Mu- 
nicipal Manager,  Heinrich  Mettler,  to 
get  some  clarification. 

Apparently,  for  some  time  the  old  sys- 
tem of  residents  calling  in  to  have  tanks 
emptied  has  been  uneconomical  for  the 
Municipality.  Having  the  trucks  and 
crews  driving  randomly  all  over  town 
was  such  a  costly  business  that  it 
needed  to  be  subsidised  by  traffic  fines 
and  other  Municipal  departments. 

As  required  by  law,  the  Municipality 
had  held  a  public  pre-budget  meeting  at 
which  the  new  system  and  tariffs  was 
explained.  Unfortunately  very  few  peo- 
ple attended  that  meeting,  possibly  due 
to  insufficient  advertising.  Mettler  said 
that,  in  future,  it  was  planned  to  alert 
residents  to  public  council  meetings, 
municipal  notices,  etc  via  the  monthly 
rates  accounts. 

He  also  explained  that  it  was  a  health 
hazard  to  leave  tanks  half  full  for 
lengthy  periods.  That  way,  said  Mettler, 
there  is  a  strong  possibility  of  leakage 
and  contamination  of  ground  water.  All 
of  which  is  especially  hazardous  in  a 
town  like  ours  that's  dependent  on 
borehole  water. 

There  is  now  a  street-by-street  roster  for 
the  sewerage  tankers.  It  is  on  view  in 
the  technical  services  office  behind  the 
library.  Tanks  will  be  emptied  routinely 


Municipal  Sewerage  Charges 

once  a  month.  But,  until  the  new  system 
is  fully  integrated,  residents  can  still 
phone  the  municipality  for  an  'out  of 
schedule'  draw  (no  charge  liable  if  it  is 
the  only  draw  that  month). 

The  municipality  wanted  to  make  the  sys- 
tem fair  so  that  people  on  waterborne 
sewerage  and  those  with  tanks  would  pay 
the  same.  Residents  with  soakaways  or 
French  drains  (both  of  which  are  illegal) 
and  absentee  owners  will  also  be  charged 
the  monthly  tariff  which  is  equally  appli- 
cable from  the  North  through  to  the  South 
ends  of  town. 

Certainly  some  residents  have  felt  the 
pinch  on  their  budgets  as  the  new  sewer- 
age rate  is  pretty  high  -  especially  if  you 
live  alone  and  only  had  your  tank  emptied 
every  three  months  or  so.  So,  remember, 
if  the  household  income  is  less  than 
R2,500.00  per  month  (proof  required) 
application  for  a  reduction  in  charges  can 


be  made  directly  to  the  Municipality. 

Smiles  all  round! 

At  our  September  AGM  the  com- 
mittee obtained  members'  ap- 
proval to  make  occasional  donations  to 
local  projects  that  benefit  the  broader 
community.

PARRA  commends  them  for 
their  efforts  in  making  our  town  a  safer 
place  ...  and  for  helping  to  reduce  the 
crime  rate  in  measurable  terms.

eaders  have  no  doubt  noticed  the 
large  contingent  of  workers  in 
bright  green  uniforms  around  the  town 
and  environs.  This  is  an  Extended  Pub- 
lic Works  Programme  (EPWP)  being 
managed  by  a  project  management  con- 
sultancy, ANIX,  based  in  Cape  Town. 
The  National  Government's  EPWP 
provides  temporary  work  for  the  unem- 
ployed in  various  "socially  constructive 
activities"  thereby  contributing  to  in- 
come and  poverty  relief. 


The  initial  application  for  the  funding 
of  this  project  was  made  by  the  Prince 
Albert  Municipality  and  was  included 
in  the  Integrated  Development  Plan 
(IDP).  Originally  intended  to  include 
both  the  Oudtshoorn  and  Prince  Albert 
municipalities,  the  feasibility  assess- 
ment indicated  that  the  focus  of  the 
programme  should  be  within  the  Prince 
Albert  municipal  area  alone. 

ANIX's  Project  Report  states:  "Included 
in  the  project  is  the  rehabilitation  of  the 
Swartberg  Pass  through  the  renovating 
and  revamping  of  various  tourist  prod- 
ucts as  well  as  the  maintenance  of  the 
dry  stone  walls.  These  walls  will  be 
rehabilitated  to  their  former  glory  by 
using  techniques  similar  to  those  em- 
ployed by  Thomas  Bain  who,  with  con- 
victs, completed  the  walls  in  1888. 

As  an  EPWP  project  the  rehabilitation 
of  the  Swartberg  Pass  has  as  its  main 
objective    the    alleviation    of  poverty

through  job  creation.  Therefore  benefi- 
ciaries of  the  project  will  not  only  earn 
an  income  but  will  also  be  trained  in  the 
art  of  dry-stone  wall  packing  methods, 
thus  ensuring  that  they  become  more 
marketable. 

On  23rd  August  2012  a  facilitation 
process  took  place  whereby  the  entire 
community  was  invited  to  get  an  over- 
view of  the  project  and  its  objectives. 
After  interviews,  140  persons  were  em- 
ployed. At  the  induction  on  26  Septem- 
ber, contracts  for  an  initial  period  of 
three  months  were  concluded.  The  staff 
consists  of  an  on-site  manager,  Mr 
Richard  Marais,  who  will  lead  the 
teams  during  the  initial  employment 
rehabilitation  process,  and  to  assist 
workers  who  have  been  unemployed  for 
long  periods  of  time,  to  adapt  to  the  a 
working  environment.  The  project  em- 
ploys eight  local  supervisors,  two  of 
whom  are  women.  During  this  initial 
process  the  workforce  will  be  evaluated 
before  the  more  serious  work  on  the 
Pass  itself  starts. 

ANIX  has  a  prepared  a  training  plan 
that  includes  both  project-related  and 
life  skills  training.  Through  experience 
and  the  association  with  specialists  on 
poverty  it  is  clear  that  poverty  is  not 
only  the  consequence  of  economics,  but 
also  social  decline.  Therefore  the  im- 
portance of  life-skills  training  cannot  be 
over-emphasised  to  ensure  sustainable 
growth... and  the  turning  around  of  the 


socio-economic  conditions  of  vulnerable 
communities". 

The  time  frame  is:  From  27  September  to 
31  December  2012,  the  workforce  will 
be  involved  with  general  landscaping  in 
the  town  and  its  environs.  The  pro- 
gramme will  run  from  February  to  De- 
cember 2013,  and  conclude  on  the  reha- 
bilitation of  the  Swartberg.  This  will  in- 
clude: compacting  the  road  surface  at  the 
embayments;  improving  the  ramps  at  the 
'dansvloer';  rehabilitation  of  the  storm- 
water  channels  using  natural  stone;  re- 
placing and  repairing  dry-stone  walling 
to  an  approved  standard  and  the  introduc- 
tion of  signage  and  plaques  providing 
historical  data  in  some  areas.  Dilapidated 
furniture  will  be  replaced  at  stopping 
points  and  ablution  and  braai  facilities 
are  being  planned  for  the  Eerstewater 
picnic  site. 

The  PACF  is  a  recognised  stakeholder  on 
behalf  of  the  Prince  Albert  community 
and  continues  to  make  constructive  input, 
bearing  in  mind  the  heritage  significance, 
the  economic  importance  and  tourist  ap- 
peal of  the  Swartberg  Pass.
